distillery of Jacob B, Good, in Martle township, was
felzed, and Inst evening tho extensive establishment
of Hartman & Co., manafacturers of Mishler's Herh
Bitters, in this city, wae also selzed, The speclilc
ground upon which these selzoares were made 18 not
¥et known, a8 the deteclives as well as the officers
connected with the revenue department here are
excecdingly reticent about tho matter, The Mota,
nhoweyer, will no doubt be brought out inaday or

two.

We learn that the ofMicers are out Investigating the
bukiness of other distilleries, and It 18 probable that
more selgnres will be made.

It is hinted around that an extensive “whisky
ring" has existed in this county for some time pnst,
and that some very important disclosures arve abont
to b made,

Bince the above was written we learn that evi-
dence was heard before Collector Mahlenberg this
morning. One of the witnesses—a young colored
man in the employ of Dr. Hartman—testified that he
wos instructed to carefully remove the revenne
stamps from the barrels of whisky which came from
Good's distillery. It appeared also  that these
stamps were sont back to the distlilery, where they
were again pisced opon fall barrels, and by thia
means the fraud was perpetrated.  Detective Brooka
digcoverad this n exummining the books of the firm
of Hurtmoo & Co. It 18 proper to say, In this con-
nection, that the books of the storekeeper at Good's
distillery were fonnd to be all right, Such is the
report, at oll eventa,
